"HARVESTER TRUST 


BENEFIGENT FORCE 
SAYS 113 LAWYE 


Judge McHugh, Answering Gov- 
ernment Suit, Eulogizes Work 
of Company. 


By Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 4—Judge Wil- 
uam D. McHugh of Omaha, opposing the 
Federal suit for dissolution of the Inter- 
national Harvester Co., today, in the 
United States District Court, pictured 
the Harvester concern as one of the 
greatest educational and beneficial forces 
ever created in this country. 

Counsel for the defense then. assigned 
to George W. Perkins of New York 
credit for this acnievement and asserted 
that without Perkins’ mind to direct 
the organization and expansion of the 
business, the International Harvester 
Co. of today would have been an impos- 
sibility. 

Judge McHugh appealed to the bench 
to hold in mind the old English legal 
maxim: | 

‘Tell me what you've done under a 
deed and I'll tell you what the deed 
is,“ in judging the Harvester concern’s 
actions in the management and direc- 
tion of its vast business. 

In other words,” said Judge Me- 
Hugh, “to quote from the Bible: ‘By 
their fruits ye shall know them.’ 


Cites Company’s Record. 
It is very fortunate that this cause 


was not brought at the time this com- 
pany was organized, But now 10 years 
of action have followed and we have a 
record of performances and achieve- 
ments to submit in meeting 120 charges 
of the Government. 

When Mr. McCormick went to New 
York in 1902 to enlist the services of 
the house of J. P. Morgan & Co. to 
uid him in getting capital to extend 
the foreign trade of the McCormick 
company, he met Perkins, a man who 
was invaluable for exactly the sort of 
thing McCormick desired. 

“Mr. Perkins’ training and experiences 
as a Western man, with his headquar- 
ters at Denver for many years, had 
made him thoroughly familiar with the 
great agricultural situation in this coun- 
try. Then, later, Mr. Perkins’ experi- 
ences in Europe had given him a com- 


parative — agricultural con- 
ditions there: 


Mr. Perkins was a wide-awake, a re- 
markably alert American, and he had 
been greatly impressed by the contrast 
between the enterprise of our West 
against the primitive methods of agri- 
culture and agricultural trade in Euro- 
pean countries.“ ' 
Then Judge McHugh told the epic of 
the great harvester concern’s organi- 
zation and its expansion at home and 
abroad, sketching it as one of the great- 
est kactors in the settlement of the vast 
reaches of Siberia and other remote 
countries. 


Stock Sold for Cash. 
One hundred and twenty millions of 


Capital were put into this concern,“ ne 
said, and of this amount, one-half, 360, 
000,000 of stock was issued for cash. The 
other $60,000,000 was put aside to cover 
the properties of the various large con- 
cerns that went into it. 

“Now, I deside to impress upon this 
Court that this $60,000,000 in property ac- 
tually existed. > 

“The most elaborate, the most 
thorough appraisal ever made in this 
country, was made on the properties of 
the firms about to enter tne Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. 

“Two of the biggest appraisal com- 
panies were engaged to do the work, 
and each was a check on the other. 
There existed a rivairy between the Me- 
Cormick and Deering companies in the 
matter of this appraisal that precluded 
possibility of anything but thorough 
work on the part of the appraisers. 

“And what was the result? 

“It was found that these propertie 
were worth more than sixty million 
more than the stock issued to cover 
them. Then the appraisers again wen? 
to work, shaving down here, shavir 
cown there, on the properties and stoclty 
of the concerns involved until the tota: 
amount had been reduced to meet the 
sixty million figure. 

“Three million dollars was paid te 
Mr. Morgan as a commission. Even this 
three million had tangible assets. 


“Organizeg on Honest Basis.” 
“The compary, absolutely, was organ- 


ized on an honest basis, with every 
share of stock worth more than its face 
value.“ 

Judge McHugh attacked the Govern- 
ment’s charge that the subject of Tor 
eign trade was an afterthought by the 
cfficilals of the Harvester company, 
which began to loom large about the 
time the Federal suit was filed. 

He declared that the naming of the 
company was done particularly with a 
view to the matter of foreign trade. Ha 
said that Perkins named the company 
International Harvester’ over the

j wishes of Morgan, who, he asserted, 


wanted to call the company The United 
States Harvester Company.’’ 

“Mr. Perkins’ experience abroad,“ 
said Judge McHugh, “had taught him 
the value of the word ‘International’ 
as a trade name in Eurcpe. That name 
was adopted deliberately for the for- 
eign trade and yet counsel for the 
Government says that the foreign trade 
idea was one which occurred after the 
inception of this suit.

One car was manned by strike- 
breakers this morning. It had a 
heavy guard of policemen. Officers 
of the company, however, ordered the 
strike-breakers back to the barns 
and no effort was made.to operate

Lake and 
his wife ahd Barr and his sister had 
apartments in the same house. 

J was introduced to Barr ts hout five 
months ago,“ Mrs. Lake sald. “After- 
ward Barr claimed he love¢ me. I re- 
sented his professions and warned him 
not to enter my apartments unless my 
husband was there. Ha said that he 
would get even with me some day. That 
is the only reason I can give for his 
attempt to connect me with the killing.” 

Grand Jury to Investigate. 

The charge against Mrs. Lake was 
filed by Chief of Detectives Tanner. 
Why Barr connected ber with the kill- 
ing, the officials could not reveal, pend- 
ing investigation of his story by the 
grand jury. Mrs. Lake is about 25 
years old. 

Details of Barr’s confession, beginning | 
within an hour before the murder on the! 
morning of July , were given out. In 
that ‘hour, Barr said, he took several 
drinks of whisky. About 8:30 o’clock he 
entered the real estate office where the 
girl was at work alone. Barr’s drink- 
are the police said, accounted for cer- 

tain discrepancies in his story of the 
struggle with Miss Brown. He said he 
attacked her near a window and that 
there was a typewriter near by. How-

en Miss Brown with his pistol to a 
kneeling position he said she exclaimed:

lacking two buildings; Laclede-Burd dis- 
trict, lacking one building; McCausland 
and Mardel avenues, Lindenwood, lack- 
ing three buildings; Morganford road 
and Walsh street, lacking two buildings; 
Roe School, Mitchell and Prather ave- 
nues, lacking one building; Snenandoah 
and Louisiana avenues, lacking one 
building. 

Portable schools are also to be put 
up as additions to the present facilities 
of the Arlington, Clifton Heights and 
Penrose schools, but the “double ses- 
slons“ have not been necessary at those 
places. 

In the Shaw avenue district there has 
been complaint that, even with the half- 
day sessions, some children cannot be 
instructed. This condition, residents of 
the neighborhood say, is especially. hard 
on children in the packing house neigh- 
boerhood, many of whom will be er- 
pected to leave, school and go to work 
as soon as they are 14,:and to whom, 
therefore, eyery hour’s schooling is of 
value. 

Supt. Blewett said Tuesday that the 
condition existing in the portable dis- 
tricts was greatly regretted by the 
school apthorities, and that it was 
the first time in many years that 
anything had interferéd with full 
school privileges for all St. Louis 
children. 

He said the fault, in his opinion, 
rested with 
contractors, he said, pleaded in their 
own defense that subcontractors, had 
disappointed them, and that the new 
portable schools, being of a new type 
of construction, were harder to put 
up than the old ones had been.

work, lined with carrugated iron and 
are lined with mineral wool.

He said he saw no reason why he 
should not recommend to the board that 
the contracting firm, the 8. L. Jones 
Contracting Co., be fined $20 a day, as 
provided in its contract, for every day 
since Sept. 8 that the work has not been 
done. This would mean, up to the pres- 
ent, that about $1200 would be deducted 
from the firm’s compensation. The total 
amount to be paid under the contract is 
$57,800.

KEEPING CLIENTS’ $25 


Court of Appeals ia’ “Opinion 
Criticies Supreme Tribunal's 
Selleck Case Ruling. 

John O. Marshall, formerly a St. Louis 
lawyer, Was suspended from practice for 
a year by the Bt. Louis Court of Appeals 
Tuesday. His suspension was recom- 
mended by a special committee of tho 
St. Louis Bar Association, which 
charged that he had improperly retained 

$25 belonging to a client. . 

The complaint against Marshall was 
filed in September, 1911, at the time that 
the Bar. Association filed a complaint 


via against Eliroy V. Selleck, recommending 


his disbarment. 

The Court of Appeals sustained the 
finding of the Bar Association in the 
Selleck case, but was overruled by the 
Supreme Court, which held that as Sei- 
leck was charged with an offense which 
amounted to a felony, the Court of Ap- 
peals was without jurisdiction to disbar 
him. 

In the decision in the Marshall case 
the Court of Appeals referred to the Sel- 
leck decision by the Supreme Court, dis- 
agreeing with the view taken by the 
higher tribunal. After the charges were 
filed against Marshall he left St. Louis 
and did not appear to make any defense.

INCOME TAX ON NOTES 
TO BE PAID BY MAKER 


Deduction Must ihe Made at 

Tim of Payment According 

to New Ruling. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4-—Supplemen- 
tal regulations governing the payment 
of the income tax on notes given for 
interest, rents or for other income ac- 
cruing after March 1, 1918, were issued 
today by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. 

The regulation provides that when a 
note, given for. such purposes, matures 
on or after Nov. 1, 1913, the maker of 
the note, is required, in paying the note, 
to withhold the normal tax of 1 per 
cent where the amount is in excess 
of $3000, unless a claim for exemption 
has been made under the law. 

In case an exemption is made, the 
maker of the note shall withhold only 
on the amount in excess of the exemp- 


tion claim,

In the decision in the Marshall case 
the Court of Appeals referred to the Sal- 
leck decision by the Supreme Court, dis- 
agreeing with the view taken by the 
higher tribunal. After the charges were. 
filed against Marshall he left St. Louis 
and did not appear to make any defense.

SURETIES NOT LIABLE FOR 
ALL ACTS OF CONSTABLE 


Court of Appeals Reverses Judg- 
ment of 8300 Against Sign- 
ers of Officer’s Bond. 

A surety on a Constable's bond is not 
responsible for all of the acts of that 
officer in the discharge of his duties, ac- 
cording to a decision handed down by 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals Tuesday. 
Albert Henry and Thomas E. Stocker, 
sureties on the bond of Constable Wil- 
liam E. May, were sued by Mr. and 
Mrs. James Hamilton for $300 damage 
for the death, in January, 1910, of their 

8-months-old child. 

They complained that Constable May, 
in making a levy on their furniture to 
satisfy a judgment obtained against 
them by a money lender, left open the 
door of the house, letting In a draft of 
cold air that gave their baby a cold, 
which developed into pneumonia and 
caused its death. 

A judgment for $300 against the sure- 
ties and May was given by a jury in the 
Circuit Court. The Court of Appeals re- 
versed this judgment on the ground that 
the sureties were not with May, and 
were not responsible for the fact that 
the door might have been left open. 


INCOME TAX ON NOTES

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4-—Supplemen- 
tal regulations governing the payment 
of the income tax on notes given for 
interest, rents or for other income ac- 
cruing after March 1. 1918, were issued 
today by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. 

The regulation provides that when a 
note, given for such purposes, matures 
on or after Nov. 1, 1913, the maker of

to withhold the normal tax ot 1 per 
cent where the amount is in excess 
of $3000, unless a claim for exemption 
has been made under the law. 

In case an exemption is made, the 
maker of the note shall withhold only
